George is struggling magnificently 
against bls Illness, It 
was 
semi 
officially said tonight at Bucking 
ham Palace. 
This was shown by 
the fact that his exhaustion has not 
increased while his pulse remains 
steady. 
The night 
bulletin 
was 
said to be even more satisfactory 
than had been anticipated. 
The palace Informant said, how­ 
ever, it was not considered alto­ 
gether reassuring and that deep 
anxiety persists and 
must 
con­ 
tinue. 
The quiet day which hie 
majesty passed enabled his con­ 
stitution to continue to fight against 
the general infection in his system 
which had been weakening him 
during the last few days. 
The king enjoyed a visit from his 
heir tonight when he reached the 
palace after a record-breaking Jour­ 
ney from bis hunting grounds in 
East Africa. Sir E. Farquhar Buz- 
sard had called again tonight after 
the evening bulletin was issued 
and Joined his fallow physicians, 
Sir Stanley Hewett and Lord Daw­ 
son of Penn, in further consulta­ 
tion. 
They first advised against 
the Prince of Wales approaching 
the bedside st such a late hour, 
but later changed their decision. 
Crowd at Station. 
The Duke of York and his duch­ 
ess had dined with Queen Mary to­ 
night before he hastened to Vic­ 
toria station to meet his elder broth­ 
er and Inform him of the condition 
of their father aa they rode to the 
palace. 
Tonight the knowledge that the 
Prince of Wales would arrive soon 
after the appearance of the regular 
evening bulletin from the physi­ 
cians ceased an enormous crowd to 
gather about BackiugWm 
and fat the vicinity of Victoria 
tlon, which la only a few minutes 
walk from the royal residence. 
Str Stanley Hewett of the king’s 
medical staff arrived at the palace 
about 7 o'clock but Lord Dawson 
of Penn was delayed and it was 
not until 8 o’clock that the two 
medical men went into a short con­ 
sultation. At 8:30 o'clock they gave 
out a brief statement which told 
the anxious public that the worst 
fears had not been realised. 
The 
bulletin said: 
“His majesty had a quiet day. 
There la no Increase in the ex­ 
haustion and the pulse remains 
steady.** 
The morning bulletin had record­ 
ed no Impairment in strength and 
the evening pronouncement, taken 
In conjunction with it, gave a re­ 
newal of hope in some quarters. 
Prince George Net Called. 
But the thought evidently upper­ 
most in most mind* was the race 
for home by the Prince of Wales 
and the knowledge that he would 
reach the royal sickroom In time to 
Join his mother, brother and sister 
in their anxious watch at the king’s 
bedside. 
It was also remarked that only 
the two regular physicians to the 
king were In 
attendance 
today 
This was Interpreted as showing 
no great change in the patlent’e 
condition. 
Altogether there was a

forces from the moment of his

W ashington, Dec. l l . — Efforts 
are being m ade to reach a 
com­ 
prom ise on the idea of an extra 
session of congress by holding it 
in September instead of in March. 
There is a 
considerable 
ele­ 
m ent which w ants no extra ses­ 
sion in any event and others who 
feel th a t the farm legislation can 
be passed a t this session and the 
extra 
call 
made 
unnecessary. 
Then there is the 
group 
which 
fears a general reopening of the 
whole tariff and wants this post­ 
poned until careful consideration 
can be given to the subject. 
The decision seems to rest with 
the farm leaders. 
They are In­ 
sistent th at some legislation 
be 
passed and they feel they would 
have a better chance of getting It 
sym pathetically considered at the 
extra rath er than 
the 
regular 
session. 
In answ er to this 
the 
argum ent is being m ade th at if 
the farm group really w ants leg­ 
islation they should have it w ith­ 
out th e slightest delay. 
Bill Oan De Passed. 
T here is, of course, a consen­ 
sus th a t a bill 
satisfactory 
to 
P re sid e ^ Coolidge can be passed 
and thAt a federal farm board 
can bn set up to m ake a sta rt on 
th * agricu ltu ral surplus problem . 
The conservatives from th e east 
who are ready to vote fo r some 
kind of legislation . are 
saying 
th a t th e w estern republicans now 
face an acid test: 
Do they w ant 
legislation or do they w ant fu r­ 
ther delay? 
lf the need is acute, 
then, it is contended, 
no 
tim e 
should be lost in passing a bill 
at this sesaion, so as to be able 
to handle the next crop. 
W ith farm legislation out 
of 
the way, the demand for an extra 
session would not cease entirely 
and th a t’s why the suggestion is 
being m ade in the cloakrooms of 
the senate th a t an agreem ent be 
reached to ask the

executive to summon congress in 
September by which tim e 
h ear­ 
ings will have been held on the 
new tariff bill and other im port­ 
ant m easures. 
B etter View in Fall. 
It is also thought that a better 
view of fiscal affairs will be pos­ 
sible in the early autum n so th at 
the extra session may conceivably 
get under way and merge into the 
long session, possibly 
affecting 
an early 
adjournm ent 
in 
the 
spring of ?930 when the mem­ 
bers of congress will wish to get 
ready anyhow for their prim ary 
campaigns in preparations for the 
regular congressional election of 
November, 1930. 
This is looking 
a 
long 
way 
ahead but it’s all part of the a r­ 
gument to have an extra session 
in September instead of April. 
The suggestion is offered too 
that the new president will have 
had a chance to get his bearings 
by Septem ber and that it is un­ 
fair to th ru st a new congress at 
him alm ost im m ediately after his 
inauguration when 
his

task will be to 
handle 
appoint­ 
ments. 


Report Bolivia is 
Mobilizing 
Troops 


(BULLETIN) 
Lima, Peru, Dec. 1I——(ZP)-— 
Bolivian Minister Gutierrez to­ 
night told the Associated Press 
that he had received a dispatch 
from the foreign minister in 
La Paz advising nim that Bo­ 
livia has decided to return to 
the Pan American conference 
on conciliation and arbitration 
now in session in W ashington. 
It was added that Minister Die* 
Medina in Washington had been 
instructed accordingly. 


Press 
dispatches 
from widely 
separated parts of the globe indi­ 
cate a world startled by the threat 
of war over the boundary dispute 
between Bolivia and Paraguay. 
Even before receipt of substan­ 
tial confirmation that mobilization 
already is under way in Bolivia, et 
forts toward mediation had been 
made by several world agencies. 
The council of the 
league 
at 
Lugano, the Pan-American confer 
enc© at W ashington and at least 
one neutral South American coun 
try offered their services and ex 
pressed the hope that an amicable 
settlem ent would be reached. 
First news of Bolivia’s mobiliza 
tion came from Lima, Peru, some 
versions of the report* stating that 
only a part of her army had been 
concentrated. The Bolivian charge 
d’affaires in W ashington said that 
“no reserves had been called.’’

that mass meetings continued in 
many sections in support of th* 
government’s atttiude and that vol­ 
unteers were flooding the adminis­ 
tration with offers of service.

Gov’t Health Officials Is­ 
sue Warnings Against 
Spread of Malady 


W ashington, 
Dec. 
l l — (ZP)— 
W hile governm ent health officials 
issued w arning and 
instructions 
today in the hope of curbing the 
spread of influenza, Dr. 
G. 
W. 
McCoy, director of 
the 
hygenic 
laboratory of th e public 
health 
service declared th at the cause of 
the disease was “ still a question 
m ark” to scientists. 
“ The bacillus which caused in­ 
fluenza has never been isolated,” 
he said. “ It is impossible to say 
w hether th e disease results from 
activities of one or 
of 
several 
germ s.’’ 
During the epidem ic of 1888 a 
germ, he explained, the pfeiffer 
bacillus, w as Isolated 
and 
ac­ 
cepted as 
th e 
Influenza 
virus. 
This belief, however, he 
added, 
lasted only until the epidemic of 
1918. 
One reason so little is known 
of influenza is th at it lasts a com­ 
paratively short tim e, 
he 
said, 
and “ then our m aterial to work 
on is exhausted.*’ 
Search for the germ, and in­ 
vestigation of how the disease Is 
transm itted and how it may 
be 
presented, he predicted, will be 
hurried by the present outbreak. 
Dr. McCoy said he could give 
no reason for the present 
cases

London, Dec. l l — (AP)—The Prince of Wales tonight won 
his long dash from furthest Africa and reached the sick 
room of his stricken father. He arrived at Buckingham Pal­ 
ace at 10:25 P. M., (5:25 P. M. E. S. T.). Where King George 
for 3 weeks has been fighting pleurisy and lung infection, 
which had caused anxiety throughout his empire. 
Aided by the resources of three nations in his final dash 
across Europe, the heir to the throne was met on his landing 
on English soil at Folkestone by Prime Minister Stanley 
Baldwin. Again he received the latest word from his father 
when his younger brother, the Duke of York, met him at 
Victoria station. 
The brothers rode together to the palace, the Duke re­ 
counting the progress of the illness as he had seen it in con­ 
s ta n t attendance at the pal­ 
ace, as the only son of the 
King then in England. 
Show* Strain of Trip. 
A mighty throng of all classes, 
such as has gathered daily outside 
the palace to await medical bulle­ 
tins on the king had waited for 
more than an hour behind strong 
police lines at the railroad station. 
for a glimpse of the young man 
who may soon be called upon to 
lead England. 
Some of the men 
and women in the close-pressed 
ranks wore fashionable furs and 
others shivered in shabby snits. 
All burst into a spontaneous cheer, 
despite the gravity of the situate 
when the prince appeared. 
He looked well after his hunting 
trip in E ast Africa but his face 
showed the strain of bds anxiety 
and the marks of bis forced Jour­ 
ney by land and sea for nine days 
and nights. 
At the palace the prince m et the 
physicians who has been caring 
for his majesty.

His action leaves Representative 
Fred R. Ming of Sheboygan alone 
in the field. 
Representative McEachon decid­ 
ed to quit the ruoe utter confer­ 
ences with Governor Green, Ming 
and others. 
It Is understood ho is 
slated for the chairmanship of the 
ways and means committee- most 
important of I he house committee 
post*. 
According to claims by Ming, he 
has more than SO pledges. 
His 
election seemly is assured, 
it is 
not 
anticipated 
opposition 
will 
come 
from 
any 
other 
quarter. 
Ming’s pre-assured selection means 
that he will have an opportunity 
to carry out his promise that he 
will make every effort to shorten 
the session. 
Ie Former Member. 
In recent years sessions have 
averaged around four months. Ming 
believes all the work. can be ac 
compllshed In 90 days. 
The house 
usually is responsible for the lute 
date of adjournment. It ha* more 
members than the senate, is usu­ 
ally bus a lurge proportion of ora­ 
torically inclined gentlemen, and 
naturally it lias more 
bills 
and 
more debate. 
Ming is a legislative veteran. He 
first served in the house in 1905. 
In 1907 and 1909 he was a member 
of the senate. 
He returned to the 
house in the session of 1923 and 
ha* been there since.

MICHIGAN has a 
population 
estimated at 4,500,000. 
Of these 
Michigan residents, approximate­

So 
the state conservation 
commis­ 
sion is being urged to do 
some­ 
thing about it. 
The situation brings 
forward, 
with considerable force, the two 
principal schools of conservation 
sentiment. 
On one hand

is the hunter who wants the sup­ 
ply of game increased 
so 
that 
there will be more game for him 
to kill. 
On the other hand is the 
conservationist who has no 
in­ 
terest whatever in 
hunting 
but 
who believes that live birds and 
animals in the woods are of more 
value to the state than dead ones 
in tho bag or strapped

fender. 
In one school are most 
of the 60.000 hunters. 
In the

FLATULENCE is the presence 
of excess gas in the intestines; It 
is a symptom and not a disease. 
Gas may get into the Intestines 
by swallowing, or it may be gener­ 
ated there. 
Very rarely it gets 
through 
by 
absorption 
of 
gas 
through the intestinal wall from 
the abdominal cavity. 
Gas 
is, 
of 
course, swallowed 
with almost every mouthful of 
food. 
The quantities are usually 
small and are easily taken care of 
in the ordinary case. 
In the case of an infant that 
eats too rapidly, much gas may be 
taken. It has been suggested that 
after feeding the infant be held 
against the mother’s shoulder and 
patted gently on the back to aid 
expulsion of the gas. 
Sources 
The gas generated in the bowel 
comes 
either 
f r o m 
chemical 
changes in food or from the action 
of bacteria on the food or on toe 
bowel lining. 
As pointed out by Dr. Albert S. 
Welch, ordinary articles of diet, 
such as cooked potatoes and ten­ 
der meat, are acted on by juices 
in the stomach and small intes­ 
tines, and after about two hours

Certain foods resist the digestive 
action of the stomach Juices, but 
are readily broken down by the 
bacteria which are normally found 
in the large intestines. 
Dried beans and coarse vege­ 
tables are substances of this char­ 
acter. 
The excess amount of cellulose 
or indigestible material in lettuce, 
celery, cabbage, radishes and spin­ 
ach may lead to fermentation iii 
the large bowel with the forma­ 
tion of gas. 
Irritants 
The reason for 
this 
is rapid 
passage of this material through 
the small intestines because of tho 
indigestible fiber that it contains. 
Foodc that ar* decomposed or that 
contain chemical irritants or poi­ 
sons which stir up inflammation 
of the intestines will also generate 
gas.Obviously there are many caus­ 
es. and each case must be studied 
in its entirety to determine the 
factors responsible before the phy­ 
sician can outline a suitable diet 
or suitable change of habits which 
will lead to the prevention of gas 
formation and recovery from dis­ 
ease.

Soa Paulo (ZP)—Recent cabled re­ 
ports from Berlin that a German 
organization 
panned to 
develop 
large coffee plantations in Dutch 
Guiana have caused much interest 
here in the heart of Brazil’s coffee 
region. 
Coffee is, of course, the 
most important export of Brazin, 
and the last crop exports were val­ 
ued at more than $300,000,000 and 
accounted for two-thirds 
of 
the 
total exports of the country. 
Observers here believe that the 
108 00 contro1 exercised by the coffee in­ 
stitute for the past four years is 
bound to have the same effect in 
stimulating the coffee production 
of other countries as did the Brit­ 
ish control of rubber. 
Although 
this rubber control allowed only a 
certain am ount of production on 
the market 
from British posses­ 
sions, it stimulated other plantings, 
and the Dutch, in Java, reaped the 
profit of the high world price, for 
they were at liberty to sell when 
and where the m arket warranted. 
Coffee experts see the same pro­ 
cess going on in the coffee growing 
countries and predict th at Brazil 
will not control the world m arket 
in a few years. 
It is pointed out 
that Colombia has put more and 
more land under coffee in recent 
years, and now the news of the 
German undertaking in Guiana in­ 
dicates the 
opening 
of 
another 
field. 
While the bulk of Brazilian cof­ 
fee goes to the United States, yet 
Germany is a considerable buyer, 
and her own 
plantations 
would, 
naturally, supply her own m arket 
as well as other European buyers. 
However, it takes seven years for 
coffee to commence bearing, so the 
German competition is 
that 
far 
away.

Rapidly Increases 


Berlin— A survey by the crim ­ 
inal law reform commission 
of 
the Reichstag shows th a t the use 
of narcotic drugs in Germany has 
increased rapidly in recent years. 
Cases of m orphine poisoning oc­ 
cur with alarm ing frequency. 
E xperts placed th e world de­ 
m and for 
narcotics 
a t 
80,000 
pounds yearly, of which Germany 
exports one fourth. 
To a suggestion to restrict the 
Germ an production to th e home 
m ark et th e objection was raised 
th at only a few 
countries 
pro­ 
duced alkaloids and there was a 
legitim ate world dem and for n a r­ 
cotics for medical purposes. 
It 
was fu rth e r argued th a t the Ger­ 
m an public health m inistry 
now 
controls every ounce of narcotics 
produced in order to ensure 
its 
lawful use and th a t a n embargo 
on exports m ight m ake the m an­ 
ufacture of drugs in Germ any a 
non-paying proposition. 
The 
commission 
nevertheless 
adopted a resolution to ask 
the 
Reichstag to ta k e adequate p re­ 
cautions to limit 
th e 
Germ an 
production of narcotics to the re­ 
quirem ents of the medical profes­ 
sion within the Reich.

was estimated too by a leading authority 
here that already there has been 60,00,000 
bushels more farm use and country mar­ 
keting of com than a year ago. 
Corn prices finished strong at practically 
the day’s top level, 1% to I 7-8 at 2c up, 
with wheat showing I 1-8 to I 7-8c gain, 
oats I to I l-8c advance, and provisions 
ranging from 6c decline to a rise of 7c. 
Activity and higher prices formed the 
rule in the com market from the start. 
Not only was there evidence of a resump­ 
tion of foreign demand, 
but corn belt 
prospects of rain and of mild temperatures 
indicated likelihood of at least a temporary 
let-up in the movement of corn to market. 
Besides, predictions were current that the 
mid-winter run of corn would not be as 
large as usual. 
Wheat and oats paralleled the action of 
com . Some improvement of export inquiry 
for wheat from North America was noted, 
and world prices for wheat were talked of 
es relatively low. 
Despite word of good 
progress of the wheat harvaat in Argen­ 
tina and Australia, a good class of buying 
developed here, houses 
with connections 
east and northwest taking the lead.
